Government' Whitewash*

The following recipe for white- 
washing, sent out by the light.housc 
board of tho treasury department, 
has been found by experience to an­ 
swer on wood, brick and stone near­ 
ly as well as oil paint, and is much 
cheaper: Slack half a bushel of un- 
slaclfçd lime with boiling water, 
keeping it covered during the proc-’ 
ess. 
Strain it and add a peek of 
salt dissolved in warm water, three 
pounds of ground rice put into boil* 
mg water and boiled to a thin pastci 
half a pound of Spanish whiting and 
a pound of clear glne dis.wlved in 
warin 'water. 
Mix these well to- 
gètheir and let the mixture stand for 
several days. 
Keep the w'ash thus 
prepared in a kettle or portable furr 
nace, and when used put it on as hot' 
as possible* with painters’ or white­ 
wash brushes.
